THE OITY’S RIGHTS, 


Decision Adverse to Property-Owners Ad- 
joining Twelfth street Bridge. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
judgment in the case of Dyer against the city. 
This was a suit for damagesto property abut- 
ting upon the Twelfth street bridge, and a 
former action was taken against the city by 


the same party seeking to recover 
damages under the statute for a 
change from the fixed grade of the 


steet, for which it was contenaed there was 
no common law Hahbility. Judgment was 
rendered in fayor of the city, and the present 
suit, which sought recovery upon the common 
law Hability for obstructing the street, is 
held by the Appellate Court to be barrd tby 
the jdugment forthe cityin the previous ac- 
tion. The court says:

NEW YORK, November 22.—Wall street mar- 
kets open feverish, and there is no denying 
thatforthe moment confidence is considera- 
bly shaken. Boston advices are reassuring, 
although the banks are taking the precaution 
of strengthening themselves by drawing funds 
from New York.

SCOVILLE’S SPEECH. 


His Arguments for the Plea of In- 
Sanity. 


Scenes in the Court-Room—President 
Arthur will Remove to the White 
House on Tuesday—Ap- 
pointments---Poli- 
tical News. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—The prison van 
in which Guiteau was conveyed to court this 
morning was escorted by mounted policemen, 
in addition to two officers whorode upon the 
van. The trip was made without incident,and 
after reaching the prisoners’ room Guiteaa 
partook of a hearty breakfast, and expressed 
himself satisfied with the police arrangements 
made to insure his safety. He thought the 
same precautions should have been observed 
at the outset. The court-room was crowded in 
every nookand corner. John Guiteau was in 


the court-room soon after 9 o'clock, 
and obtained subpcenas for six additional wit- 
nesses. None of the gentlemen publicly iuvit- 
ed by Guiteau to assist in the defense have yet 
responded. It is understood, however, that 
Scoville —— to secure the service of Trude 
ot Chicago later in the week. Several medical 
experts, summoned by the defense,jare in at- 
tendance this morning, among them Dr. Rice, 
of Wisconsin, who has long known the pris- 
oner, and who, it is said, advised his commit- 
mmentto an insane asylum four years ago, on 
the ground of emotiouial insanity. 
GUITEAU 

was brought into the court-room shertly after 
ten o’clock,and Scoville resumed his argument. 
He called the attention of the jury to the plea 
set up bythe defense, insanity, and discussed 
at great length the growth and changes of 
public opinion vpon the subject of insanity 
and its treatment by the courts when sét up as 
a defense in criminal eases. He cited numer- 
ous cases, and the rulings in several noted 
cases. He claimed, the plea of insanity 
having been set op by the defense, the 
burcen of proof rests withthe prosecutioa. 
At one pointinthe argument Scoville, in de- 
tailing the more enlightened treatment of the 
insane nowin vogue at asylums, said: ‘‘In 
otker words thosein charge of asylums act 
witb a little more reason than dotheinmates.’’ 
This sally seemed to amuse Guiteau immense- 
ly, and a broad smile broke over his features, 


which reappeared two or three times 
4s if his mind recurred to it. 
Scoville alluded to the prejadice 


which undoubtedly existed against the plea of 
insanity generally and especially in the ease 
ofthe prisoner. He said the newspapers had 
intimated Guiteau was Only feigning insanity, 
und such seemed to be the _—_—- theory of 
the public. Guiteau turned uneasily in his 
— r, and with aquick, nervous articulation 
said: 
‘*INEVER FEIGNED. 

I act myself, sane or insane.’’ 

Without noting the interruption Scoville 
alluded to the arrest of a man at the 
time ot President Hayes’ inauguration, 
who was sent to the Insane Asylum. This 
wan, be said, had as carefully made al) his 
arrangements to kill President Hayes as did 
Guiteau t> kill President Garfield, aad but for 
his arrest might have succeeded. 

There was justas muelr ground to indicate 
Guiteau’s insanity. ‘‘Why,’’ said Scoville, 
‘feven President Garfield sald, ‘Why did this 
wan do it? He must be insane.’ Biaine 
inust have believed Guiteau insane.-’ 

Co). Corkhill here arose and with much em- 
phasis said, ‘‘If you will aliow me, Mr. Sco- 
Vile, the President never.said he thought he 
wasipsane. He thought him sane all the time. 
LBiaipne never thought him insane. 
Iie has said under oath he believed him sane.’’ 

Scoville explained that he spoke from intor- 
mation derived from newspapers, and would 
not take issue on the state:inent. He then took 
up the history of Guiteau 

The tamilv, who were of Huguenot extrac- 
t10n, | ad, he said, retained to the present day 
as u marked characteristic, the sturdy adher- 
ence to religious convictions which caused the 
«xpatriation of the Huguenots. He asserted 
insanity was hereditary in the family. 

Scoville went onto give the story of Gui- 
teau’slfe in detail. Guiteau appeared to be 
sati-tied unti) Scoville piainly intimated that 
lack ot capacity on Guiteau's part had reduc- 
e’ hislaw practice to the collection of bud 


debts. 

GUITEAU WINCED 
and broke out with, ‘‘I brought a great many 
suits, und I generaliy nave them ali they 
wanted onthe other side.’’ After a moment 


or quasi explanation to the prisoner 
Scoville was about to proceed, when 
Guiteau appareptly waived his hand 


pleasantly to scoville and said: ‘‘Go on, Mr. 
Scoville; that’s an interesting story, and is 
correct in detail.’’ Continuing, Scoville said in 
effect that Guiteau maiea good living and sup- 
ported his family at this time and paid his debts. 
GUITEAU AGAIN BROKE IN 
with, ‘‘I had first-class references as well as 
my personal appearance;so I got business. 
Besides that, 1 had no bad habits of any 
kind.’ 

To illustrate Guiteau’s freaks and indica- 
tions of his insanity Scoville related his ram- 
bling attempt to make a speech upon a ceér- 
tain occasion when he had been assigned by 
the court as counsel for a prisoneron trial. 
Guiteau againinterrupted in an excited man- 
ner sand shouted, ‘*That’s absolntely false. 
I never tried a case with Cnarlie Reed 
in my iife. I don’t want to _  inter- 
fere with your theory, but your facts are 
false. I wantthe jury to understand my pe- 
culiarities. That’s all right. There are a 
good many people who wiil swear 1 am in- 
sane.’’ Recess.

The glory of its 3x6 
stuge has been permanently dimmed, and the 
gauiety of the smull boy has been eclipsed, 
white the glimmer of his silver dime, whether 
it nad a holein it or not, is lost for all time to 
the whilom manager.

How the Western Union is Fight- 
ing Its Two New Rivals. 


_ — 
 ——_ 


The Mutual Union and the Baltimore 
and Ohio to Commence Busi- 
ness this Month. 


The Western Union is continuing the fight 
against the new telegraph companies, the 
Mutual Union and tre Baltimore and Ohio, 
and just at presentit seems to havethe best 
of the battle. It will be remembered 
that about a month ago the POoOsT- 
DISPATCH announced that the Western Union 


hadiopenly deciarec that if either of the new 
concerns were allowed space inthe rotunda of 
the Southern it would take out its wines im- 
mediately. The matter;isatan end aadethe 
Mutuxsl Union does not get in. Mr. Christo- 
pher Dougherty, the manager of the company, 
had secured space right along side the Western 
Union desk, had measured ict off, with the full 
consent of the management, and 
was just about to put in his 
furniture. He bad previously secured a win 
dow of a store adjoining the elevator, and 
which opened into the rotunda. This he gave 
up to the Baltimore and Ohio people, because 
ne was sure of the other space mentioned. 
Suddenly Mr, James Il. Bresi:in came on from 
New York, several conferences were held be 
tween him and Col. Baker, the general manager 
of the Western Union at this point, the result 
of which was that Mr. Breslin desided that 
under a contract, made when the hotel first 
opened, the Western Union had exclusive 
right in the rotunda until the 12th of next 
May. As a consequence, the Baitimore and 
Ohio will do its business at the hotel through 
the window mentioned, this being construed 
not to interfere with the exclusive right in 
therotunda. 

The Mutual Union people heve not been able 
to secure any suitable opening into the charm. 
ed place, and will, therefore, have to keep out 
altogether until May 12. This state of affairs 
was brought apout mainly by the Western 
Union’s threat that, if anybody else camein, 


they went outimmediately. The hotel man- 
agement was Willing to admit every - 
bedy, but was coerced into yielding. 


Atthe Lindell Mr. Charles Scudder says that 
nobody but himself has the exclusive right and, 
the M. U. goesin. Another battle fiel. select- 
edi wasthe Cotton Exchange. Here the Western 
Union pleaded its exclusixe rightasa bir to 

its rivals. After much consultation it has 
been decided thatthe new companies cannot 
enter atall. This decision does not suit ama- 
jority of the members of the Exnhanze. 
The service has long been unsatistactory to a 
number oftnem. Several of the gentlemen de 

clare that when the Exchange is moved into 
the new buildingin course of erection achange 
will be maae which will admitthe Mutual Union 
and the Baltimore and Onio. The Western 
Union will stillinsist on its exclusive rights, 
andif anything otherwise is done tlhe mem- 
bers will have to inake some move in the mat- 
ter. The new Cotton Exchange will be ready 
for occupation early next spring, but it is 
probable that the rival companies will not do 
any business there until the first of June next. 
Ali the companies go into the Merchants’ Ex- 

change. 

The National Stock Yards, back of East St. 
Louis, was another place where the war raged, 
but here it was all one-sided. Jay Gouidis 
interested inthe National Yards, and he is. 
also a Western Union director; of course, the 
result is easily guessed. The new companies 


have not only not managed to 
vet locations atthe yards, but it is probable 


that they never will. As an example of how 
the war is being conducted, this instance will 
suffice. The Baltimore and Onio, of which Mr. 
Win. Multord is in charge at this point, was 
desirous ot entering this city at a point near

and the Inspector took a sample of Boss2’s Oil, 
which be was retailing to his customers. 
This sample was tested and it showed 
that the oil was only 1139, 379 
lower than what is required by the State 
before the oil can be sold at all. Naturally. 
Mr. McEntire made another visit to Bosse’s 
grocery. 

‘‘I say, Bosse, where did you get this oil?’’ 
was the first question he asked. 

Bosse was a trifle flurried,but he replied that 
he bought it from a well known dealer. Mr. 
Benjamin R.,;Davenport, Mr. McEntrie’s attor- 
ney,sent for this dealer yesterday, and he tola 
the attorney that he bought his oil ftom the 
Parsons company. ‘‘Why,’’said he, ‘‘I bought 
from the Company all the oil they 
had which was branded by the Inspector 
on the 3ist of last October, and this barrel of 
Bosse’s, when I bought it, was marked 
‘Standard Oil, fire test, 175 degrees.’ *’ Dur- 
ing this conversation the dealer, in talking 
about the possible change fof brand, said, 
‘“*‘Why, my drayman told me that when the 
Parsons Company had no 175 degrees oil 
in the house they could easily make it.’’ 

On further examination Mr. McEntire found 
thatthe No. l75onthe oil at Bosse’s grocery 
was not his brand at all. 

H. RAUSCHAUPT, 
a grocer at No. 1536 North Sixteenth street,was 
also discovered in possession of tour Durrels 
or Parsons oii branded 1509, from 
which Mr. McEntire took a sample. 
Examination proved that the fire test wasonly 
100. Fink & Nasse, wholesale grocers at Nos. 
17 and 19 North Main street, were found with 
oil in their possession marked 175,the headlight 
gil brand. Casual inspection showed that the 


marks had been changed. A sample 
showed, as the Inspector imagin- 
ed that the oil was only 151.

no oil of the 175 standard had been branded‘ at 
all. This oil was also purchased from the 
Parsons Oil Company.

Frank Fulmar Returns to Vife After a 
His Alleged Murder in Colorado. 


Since Tennyson wrote his pathetic ba!lad 
of “Enoch Arden,” case after case in rel 


life bas occurred of a similar character. 
The Dubois affair in St. Louis 
will be recalled by old _ residents 


and another similar episode has just been ex- 
ploited in our midst. About eleven years ago 
Frank H. Fulmar was married to a young 
lady here of much beauty and con- 
siderable intellect. Sbe Was a constant 
contributor to the press and wrote severa) 
poems of more than ephemeral interest. At 
first their married life was very happy, aud 
after a year a daughter was born to them. 
Then business reverses came, 181 the little 
housebold saw the wolf creeping nearer and 
nearer to the door. 

Fulmar was unable to procure employment 
here, and at Jast he determined to go out to 
Colorado and try his fortune in the Silver State. 
His wife was utterly opposed to theidea. She 
implored him net to go, and finaliy, finding 
thit entreaties did no good, she withdrew 
her —— and let him goin anger. Al- 


most her last words were that he should 
never write to her or seek to 
see her again; that all was 


over between them. Fulmar went out, 
however, this was nine years ago—and went 
through all the rough experiences of frontier 
life. At one time he made a pile only to lose 
it immediately after in some land 
shares. He tried desperately the 
inner recesses of the mountains, 
hoping against hope that he would make 
money enough to come home with. He wrote 
occasionally, but no answers were returned, 


and so he thought his wife 
was eonstant to her threats a. 
is 


parting, and finally ceased writing. 
summer the money he bad been toiling for 
and hoping for through all the vears begar 
to come to him. Claims of his in the Gua- 
nison country and in the San Juan 
districts suddenly materialized into eensid- 
erable value, and, while he did not beeome 
rich, he still found himself with money 
enough to live on eomfortably 
back in the old St. Louis home. 
He packed up his traps, and bidding geod- 
by to the scenes of the past nine years, board- 
ed the Eastern-bound train, and last Friday 
morning got off the ears at the Union Depot 
and started straight for home. He lived 
near Eighteenth and Market streets, and his 
first experience was to find the heuse he had 


lived in gone anda store inits plaee. In- 
quiry in the neighborhood = eniy 
proved that his wife had left 
about a year after himself and 


all trace of her was lost. As he was walking 
down Fourth street that afternoon he met an 
old acquaintance, who, after almost refusing 


to believe in his identity. at last 
told him the story spread _ below. 
His wife had lived for some 


time very quietly, hearing nothing from 
Colorado and bitterly regretting the harsh 
parting with her husband. No letters came, 


and _sfinaliy news was reesived 
that Fulmar was killed in an _ Indian 
foray in 1876. Mrs. Fulmar believed 


the story fully, and, after a year of widow- 
hood, married a Mr. George Marshall who 
lives near Twentieth and Oiive streets. Her 
new married life was as happy,if not haop- 


pier, than the old, but in Augz- 
ust last she was. stricken down with 
an _ ifiness which shortly proved 


fatal, and she is now lyingin the Marshall lot 
outin Bellefontaine, where she will never 
know the finale of the drama of his life. Fu!- 


mar’s daughter had been _ tenderly 
reared, and an now at school 
in Cincinnati. It may be im- 


agined what effect this story had upon the 
returned husband. He made up his mind at 
once not to see Mr. Marshall and, if possible, 
to prevent ali knowledge of his visit coming 
to him; but be also determined to regain 
peesession »f bis chiid, who was in the care of 
a distant relative of his wife in Cincinnati, 
On Sunday night he left for 
Ohio, and by this evening he pro>- 
ably bas already discovered his daughter, and 
astonished the peopie who have been mourn- 
ing bim as dead forthe past five years. Al- 
though Mr. Marshall was not seen by Mr. 
Fulmar, he has already heard of his resur- 
rection and has written to Cincinnati to nis 
wife’s first husband.
